Tov'n Manager Jared S.A. Clark said 
this week that there are too many finan- 
cial burdens being placed on 
municipalities by the state and federal 
governments which make reducing local 
taxes difficult for cities and towns. 

Viewing the major concerns of the year 
ahead, Clark said, ‘‘Massachusetts cities 
and towns would be far better off to make 
their own decisions on a roll-back in 
municipal taxes. We would lower or in- 
crease our own expenditures over which 
they have direct control, and federal and 
state governments and courts give ‘‘man- 
dates’’ for spending which the town cannot 
control. 

These mandates consist of state and 
federal legislation which the individual 
towns must pay for out of their own tax 
revenues. 

It is time, he said, for higher visibility 
for these outside influences which in- 
crease municipal spending. 

He noted that Andover favored a tax cap 
by seven to one and said that the town 
could cap expenditures on its own 
programs, but tax money must still be 
spend on these programs mandated from 
outside. 

Clark said that regarding the tax cap he 
wants to “‘hold the line’’ but does not wish 
to ‘‘devestate’’ programs and services 
already operating within the town budget. 

He said all expenditures and services 
have been voted for through town 
meetings, indicating the town’s desire for 
them, and “‘it is not reasonable to bring 
about a reversal.” 

In order to formulate a budget for the 
1979-1980 fiscal year and both curtail spen- 
ding and maintain existing levels of ser- 
vices, Clark said he is following policy 
guidelines set by the board of selectmen. 

These guidelines allow no new personnel 
and no new or additional programs unless 
they can pay for themselves. For exam- 
ple, Clark said the town may hire a new 
building inspector to check the soundness 
and safety of public meeting halls, dor- 
mitories, and hotels, motels and rooming 
houses.

Retired Probate 


Court Judge Dies 


Judge John A. Costello, widely 
respected retired chief of the state’s 
probate courts died Saturday at age 82 
following a long illness. 

The Lawrence native’s legal career 
began in 1922 with his graduation from 
Harvard Law School and spanned 50 years, 
including 34 years on the bench. 

Judge Costello was still active as chief 
probate judge at age 76 when a 1972 
statewide referendum sent him into man- 
datory retirement along with the other 37 
Bay State judges who had reached the age 
of 70. 


In 1963, at age 67, Judge Costello was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Endicott Peabody to be 
the first chief judge of the state’s probate 
court system. At the time, Judge Costello 
had been conducting court sessions for 
over 25 years in Lawrence, Salem, New- 
buryport and Haverhill as Essex County 
Probate Judge, a position to which he was 
appointed in 1938 by the late Gov. Charles 
F. Hurley. Judge Costello had served as 
Lawrence, City Solicitor from 1935 until 
his appointment to the bench. 

The son of Edward and Mary Costello, 
he was born in Lawrence on Aug. 24, 1897. 
He was a 1915 graduate of Lawrence High 
School where he was a pitcher on the 
school baseball team. He later taught 
chemistry and physics at Lawrence Even- 
ing High School. 

In 1919 he graduated magna cum laude 
from Holy Cross College with a degree in 
business administration. His college 
studies had been interrupted in 1918 when 
he volunteered for military service and 
was assigned to the Army Officers Train- 
ing Program at Plattsburg, N.Y. 

Judge Costello ventured into politics in 
1930 when he won the Democratic nomina- 


tion for Essex Country District Attorney ’ 


but was defeated in the election by Hugh 
A.Cregg. 

In 1935 Judge Costello was appointed 
special counsel in the closed bank division 
of the state banking commissioner’s 
department. 

He was a member of the Holy Cross and 
Harvard Law School alumni associations 
and Lawrence Post 15, American Legion. 

He is survived by his wife, Mary C. 
(Howard) Costello, whom he married in 
1941; their daughter Mary M. Costello of

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(Editor's Note: William A. Doherty, a 
member of the Andover school com- 
mittee for almost 40 years, addresses 
himself to the school construction 
problems facing the town in the com- 
ing year. Doherty has always ad- 
vocated building sufficient educational 
plants in the town, rather than taking 
the economy route. Today he ad- 
dresses himself to the same theory as 
the town plans for new secondary 
school facilities.) 


To the Andover School Committee and 
to the citizens of Andover: 

It is nine years since I decided to retire 
from the School Committee. At that time I 
vowed that I would never interfere in the 
problems of the School Committee. 
However, I have a great appreciation of 
the quandry in which the School Com- 
mittee finds itself, some of the problems, 
the result of mistakes dating back to my 
own years on the committee. 

It is most disheartening to sit on the 
board, realizing the needs of the children 
and measuring them again at the terrible 
cost to the taxpayers. I am reminded of 
the man on the American Express Com- 
pany advertisement on TV when he says, 
‘What Will You Do?’’ This is always the 
$64,000 question before the School Com- 
mittee. 

How do we solve these problems? Who 
decides? Everything has to start in the 
School Committee. Who are the School 
Committee? Going back over my thirty- 
nine years on the board it was my pleasure 
to sit in with forty of our finest citizens, 
good people, sincere people, always bent 
upon doing the best thing for the children 
and though it may seem strange to some 
people in the community, a group who also 
thought continuously of the taxpayers. We 
debated, we disagreed, we fought but as I 
look back, the one thing that stands out 
was the determination to do the right thing 
for the children and the right thing for the 
taxpayers. Impossible. YOU CAN’T DO 
BOTH. The State law gives the School 
Committee autonomy. How often has any 
School Committee taken it? The greatest 
mistake that School Committees make is 
in trying to COOPERATE with the Town 
Finance Committee. Did the Finance 
Committee ever Cooperate with the 
School Committee. Finance Committee 
members are also fine citizens. There 
problem is that all they know is finances 
and tax rates. The Finance Committee 
does not have to run the School Depart- 
ment or any of the other Departments. 

The Finance Committee knows best how 
to say ‘‘No.’” New members learn that 
from the holdover members. Still, they 
don’t ‘‘Know”’ all the problems of running 
the department. The problem is always 
greater with the schools because the 
children are involved. We listen to all the 
silly arguments as to how things were 
back ‘‘When I went to school in some an- 
tique building’ probably back in World 
War I days but it’s 1978 and 1979 is just 
around the corner and 1980 will be coming 
up very soon. 

The big question today is ‘‘How can we 
afford what they tell us that they need 
today?’’ The answer is that we can’t. We 
can’t afford the house we're living in. We 
can’t afford two and three cars in the 
family. We can’t afford the bill at the 
supermarket, We can’t afford the taxes. 
The answer is that we never could. The 
early Greeks complained about taxes. It 
was a problem all through the Middle 
Ages. They threw tea into the Boston Har- 
bor and we are still complaining., The 
school budget in 1931 was $135,000 of which 


$115,000 was for salaries. We were cutting 
the budget each year. One janitor told me 
in the later ’30s that if the School Com- 
mittee didn’t watch out, we would have a 
budget of $200,000 some day. Funny thing. 
He was right. 

So, the question comes. What do we do 
with the present problems. We are over- 
crowded at secondary level, both Junior 
High Schools and the Senior High School. 
Do we remodel or build anew, where and 
why? 

Let’s start with the East Junior High. 
Take the Punchard building first, the west 
wing facing Bartlet Street. It was built in 
1916-17 at a cost of $110,000. It doesn’t owe 
the Town anything. Do we tear it down and 
why? Do we let it set there or as has been 
Suggested, give it to other Town 
Departments for office space. The answer 
to that is a quick ‘‘NO.’’ Never allow any 
other departments on school property. 
Don’t let anyone on school property. 
Where would they park their cars? Unfor- 
tunately this is the smallest campus in the 
Town. There are more cars parked on the 
premisesnow than there should be. This 
eliminates that problem. It rather 
precludes that there be no construction on 
that site. 


The present architects, Perley F. 
Gilbert Associates are the successors of 
Perley F. Gilbert, an Andover man who 
designed the Memorial Auditorium and 
the east wing of the Junior High setup. 
Normally they would be the ideal firm to 
plan and renovate since they had the 
plans for the original building but the 
plans were destroyed when their office 
building was destroyed in a fire several 
years ago. Therefore, no one wants to get 
into a reconstruction job. So they propose 
new construction. 

The only conclusions here are that we 
should retain the present buildings on this 
small site with too many youngsters 
already and move out the ninth grade to 
the high school. Nothing wrong with a two 
year junior high school. After all we had 
just that between January of 1916 and 
September of 1936 in the old Stowe 
building. This brings us back to a four year 
high school. A four year school is good 
enough for Phillips Academy, why not for 
the Town? 

Let’s move to the Shawsheen road site. 
With all ninth graders at the high school 
we need more additional class rooms than 
originally planned. Add them to the ex- 
isting building. It was designed for that 
originally. 

First and foremost, we need a big 
auditorium which would seat about 3000 
people with a large and adequate stage 
and all the necessary ante rooms and 
facilities, a good auditorium, a theatre, if 
you will. Let’s face it. The school needs it. 
The Town needs it. A real fine auditorium, 
a cultural center for the performing arts. 
It would be available to Phillips Academy 
and Merrimack College who could sponsor 
big events, Arthur Fiedler, the Boston 
Symphony, Sarah Caldwell’s Boston 
Opera. Why shouldn’t we have these 
things. Great thing for the Town. Great 
thing for the kids. Great thing for 
everybody. 

With the ninth grade incorporated into 
the high school we need more physical 
education and athletic facilities. We need 
a field house with a hockey rink, a swim- 
ming pool and an indoor track. 

Let’s go outdoors. We have a good foot- 
ball field but the bleachers need to be ex- 
tended. To the west of the gridiron there is 
a large expanse which should be developed 
into a similar field. We now have varsity 
soccer. They need a field. Some day we

will have a LaCrosse team. We need 
another field for them. And most impor- 
tant of all, we now have equal rights for 
the girls on the athletic fields. Out in front 
of the high school building there is an ex- 
panse of ledge. Back when the high school 
was under construction, the then Town 
Manager asked the School Committee to 
view the site one summer evening. He ad- 
vised the committee that it would cost the 
enormous sum of $17,000 to blast out the 
ledge. He didn’t want to spend the money 
and hoped that the School Committee 
would agree. They didn’t so he SAVED the 


$17,000 anyway. The ledge has been in the 
way ever since and the play field has been 
inadequate ever since. ‘The folly of 
SAVING the taxpayers money.’’ This is 
one of the foolish little examples of ‘‘Sav- 
ing the Taxpayers MOney?’’ There are 
many, many others. Happens all the time. 

Off to the south west of the gymnasium, 
there is another field high up and sloping 
up hill. It’s almost useless for any kind of a 
game field. That also should be blasted 
level. 

There is another area to the north of the 
school building, extending to Shawsheen 
road. It’s in a hollow and could be 
developed into another play field. But, 
why so many playfields. It would be a good 
idea if anyone in Town took a walk around 
the Phillips Academy campus. This is the 
great academic institution but they have a 
real understanding for the for physical 
education and athletics with competitive 
sports for the entire student body.

The Economical Way Doesn’t 
Save Money, Doherty Insists 


Athletics are a must at P.A. If we keep 
more of these young people busy and in- 
terested in these activities, perhaps 
they'll be in better physical condition and 
do better in their studies. 

We have a fine school system. We havea 
fine physical education and athletic 
department, a fine music department, a 
fine art department etc. They are all com- 
peting to be the best. It took years to build 
up this system and if we are to maintain 
our position, we must have the facilities. 

This all brings us back to the School 
Committee. School Committee people are 
all alike. They want the best for the 
children but they are afraid to ask for it. 
They always try to get by easy. They try to 
ask only for what they thirk that the Town 
Meeting will give them. They fear to ask 
the Town for too much. I always have 
thought of them as a few penny-pinching 
women and a group of penny-pinching 
women’s husbands. This is where it all 
Starts. ‘““FEAR.”’ We’ve had so many mis- 
takes and blunders over the years. They 
have been detrimental to the children and 
costly to the taxpayers because we didn’t 
do the job right in the first place. 

When the project moves from the School 
Committee to the building committee, 
they try to look good by saving money on 
the job. They’re all nice people. Most of 
them don’t know anything about building 
schools or running them after they’re 
built. Then there is the Town Manager 
who controls the building committee. He’s 
in a box because he wants to save the tax- 
payer and rightly so but he too doesn’t 
have to run the schools. It’s a vicious cir- 
cle with everyone trying to be right. 

I have thought many times myself that 
the School Committee should be given 
cartblanche to go ahead and build the 
school themselves. They should be made 
to do it and if they don’t want to do it, they 
shouldn’t run for the School Committee. 
Frankly, the other people shouldn’t be in- 
volved. Place the responsibility entirely 
on the shoulders of the members of the 
School Committee and hold them responsi- 
ble. We have a crazy system. What can we 
expect. And to crown it all the Town 
Meeting has to make a decision based 
upon what is placed before it by people in 
some instances who can’t possibly know 
themselves just what they should do. 

Obviously, I’m not looking for votes. 
Therefore, I can speak my mind and I 
mean no offense to anyone.

Looking At A New Year 
Optimistically 


Annually at this time of year, we begin to 
wonder where the old year has gone, despite its 
length being the normal complement of 12 
months and 365 days. 

But the time of year offers an opportunity to 
reflect a bit on the past and look to the future. 

Much of what concerned the town this past 
year is already headed for 1979 agendas and 
decisions, something not uncommon in An- 
dover. 

Major items facing local residents in the 
year ahead will, of course, be the ultimate 
decision on the major school project, and some 
decision making at the administrative level as 
to how to cope with the muddled tax picture. 

Andover, seems to be in a position to face the 
new year with an air of optimism, due to hav- 
ing done some proper planning in previous 
years. 

While the residents will be faced with a 
school project which could exceed $12 million, 
some of the burden placed on the taxpayers by 
whatever decision is made at the annual town 
meeting will be relieved by the influx of new in- 
dustry this past year. 

Several years ago the town set aside land in 
Lowell Junction and in West Andover for in- 
dustrial development. Also provided were 
funds to extend adequate utilities to the area 
when industrial plants began to move in. 

That planning effort paid dividends this past 
year, as Polaroid joined Hewlett-Packard in 
the West Andover industrial park, and 
Instrumentation Laboratories began constuc- 
tion of a new plant in Loweell Junction. Also, 
Cressey-Dockham Co. began planning expan- 
sion of its facilities in Lowell Junction and 
other smaller industriies developed plans to 
locate in the area. 

The tax revenue from these new industrial 
neighbors, should provide considerable 
assistance in meeting the annual bill for 
municipal services.

A tax rate reduction, of course, would be 
most welcome, but realistically may not be 
possible. 

There are inumerable items affecting the tax 
Structure already built into any figuring for 
next year, such as debt service and labor con- 
tracts which have been agreed upon and must 
be funded. 

There are substantial projects, such as water 
main construction in Shawsheen which must be 
paid for. 

Add to that the effect that the school project 
will have, and it becomes apparent that the re- 
cent industrial growth is most advantageous. 

What the town will ultimately do with the 
school package remains to be seen. The school 
building committee has been provided 
authorization to proceed with planning for a 
new East Junior High school, instead of 
renovating the old building. Already there is 
controversy as to which will be most advan- 
tageous, building anew or renovating. 

Also, the town must consider a new 
auditorium-classroom addition to the high 
school and renovations for West Junior High, in 
the total package. 

In the coming months there will be con- 
siderable planning of the total package prior to 
presentation at the annual town meeting in the 
spring. 

It will require involvement of all town boards 
and committees in an effort to present to 
voters in the spring the necessary background 


_ to make the proper decision. 


We feel that despite having to face the annual 
increase in costs and the forecast of expen- 
diture for major projects, Andover is in a 
better position, economically, than many com- 
munities in the Commonwealth, and can look at 
the new year somewhat optimistically. 

It is with such thoughts that we extend to all, 
best wishes for a healthy and happy new year.

7% Years Ago — December, 1903 

A large delegation of members of An- 
dover Lodge 230 I.0.0.F. attended a 
meeting of a brother lodge in Haverhill on 
Monday evening.

Revenues received for these inspections 
should pay the salary of the new building 
inspector. 

In planning the budget for the next fiscal 
year, Clark plans to maintain services and 
programs at their current level, without 
cutting back. He calls this the 
““necessary’’ budget. 

However, he said that the town is really 
budgeting ‘‘in the dark’’ until the state an- 
nounces its budget and the amount of state 
aid Andover will be eligible to receive. 

The amount the town receives may be 
too small to allow the necessary budget 
and cutbacks in services may become 
necessary. 

In the event, Clark has devised two 
alternative guidelines for the budget. 

First, the budget would consist of the 
same number of dollars as the 1978-1979 
budget. Due to inflation this would mean 
an eight percent decrease in services. 

The second alternative budget would 
call for a decrease of ten percent in the 
number of dollars in the 1978-1979 budget. 
With inflation, that would mean an 18 per- 
cent decrease in services. 

Clark said the necessary budget has 
already been made up and that heads of 
town departments are now preparing 
budgets which allow a ten percent 
decrease in dollars in the budget. 

This corresponds to the second alter- 
native budget listed above. 

Clark does not expect any decision by 
the state until June 1979. The current town 
budget runs out June 20, 1979. 

If the state has not made a decision by 
then, and Andover has no budget, Clark 
said there is a provision that allows the 
town to spend one twelfth of the previous 
year’s budget per month until a new 
budget is approved.

recreational facilities. 

He said the schools, too, seem important 
to the town. 

“Andover places a high priority on 
education. That’s one of the reasons peo- 
ple come here.”’ 

The schools, though, are controlled by 
the school committee which has fiscal 
autonomy from the town. So, even though 
the school budget is 60 percent of the 
town’s total budget, he cannot control it 
and would not comment on it. 

Where then will the cuts come? Clark 
asked for suggestions from the town. 

“If they can call us up to ask us to 
resolve problems, they can call us up to 
ask us not to resolve problems,”’ he said. 

Until the state decides on aid to 
municipalities, Clark said he would not 
offer any salary increases to unions work- 
ing for the town. Two unions, the 
fireman’s union and the union for the 
department of public works, will have con- 
tract negotiations before the state budget 
is determined in June. 

Clark said he knows the members of 
these unions face cost of living increases, 
and recognized the merit of their work, 
but he said he could not make an offer un- 
til he knows more about the state budget. 

It is not a denial, he said, he is just ask- 
ing them to wait. 

“The sooner the state comes out with an 
answer, the better it will be,’’ he said.

He suggested unions pressure the state 
to make an early decision on budget and 
tax legislation as they have done before. 

In spite of the budgetary problems the 
town is facing, Clark said there will be 
continuation of projects in progress. 

The water mains for Shawsheen, 
delayed because of late deliveries, will be 
laid in the spring. 

He said he is planning new fields for 
recreation, and a new recreation lodge to 
replace the one which burned down. He es- 
timates cost of the project at $80,000 to 
$120,000 depending on the type of facility 
the community service board 
recommends.
